We 
have all heard of Bluo Beurd, Warren 
Hastings and tbo Wife of Cornuill; but 
anything so beartreuding as tho sight of 
a Governor driven at the point of an 
officiul pen to bring thousands of innoceiu 
families to destitution; families that never 
by word or deed injured him, who on 
the contrary contributed out of their little 
stores to pay his salary, is indeed pitiable 
in the extreme. It would appear that 
John Bull has completely changed hid 
character of late. Wo havo frequently 
heard of incapable governors) and other 
officers, who by their muddlo-headednese 
or imbecility brought about misunder- 
standings with the Mother Country; hut 
we never before heard of the Home 
Government appointing a Royal repre- 
sentative who was requested to do every- 
thing in his power to ruin tho Colony ho 
governed. We should not bo impertinent 
if we asked why so Neroliko a desiro to 
inflict unmerited misfortune upon people 
only seeking to show their loyalty to 
the coamry that gave them birth, by- 
retaining the old flag above their heads, 
should have arisen in tho breast of the 
stout old gentleman in top-boots. lie 
has been noted, heretoforo, for his desire 
to see his offspring flourish, and instead of 
trying to curb them by absurd inspections 
to hia servants, he has lately been en- 
deavoring to persuade some of them that 
they are old enough to set up for themselves- 
On the whole, we are inclinod to

These " spawn o' the gattor," by sheer 
dint of tho most truckling sen ility — 
by crawling on thoir knios — manago to 
work themselves into positions of pub- 
lic importance, and are really tho 
great enemies of tho pooplo ; because, 
in deceiving thoir motors in relation 
to tho wants and opinions of their lol- 
low cltizons, and in misleading tho 
people as to tho charaotor of their 
idolt), they do injustico to both, and 
give rise to feelings that a hotter mu- 
tual understanding would undoubtodlp 
obviate. It is really deplorable to see 
how many good men are lost to thorn- 
selves and tho world by allowing de- 
signing knaves to hoodwink thorn ; 
mealy-mouthed, talkative oreatnres 
formed by nature for some wise put- 
pojo, no doubt, (probably to contrast 
whh fair-dealing men) but with such 
distorted and envemomed minds that, 
liko serpents, thoy steal their way into 
society, and aro never observed until 
their borriblo sting has wrought it8 
mixohief. Yet such creaturos, by some 
unnatural disposition, aro often fondled 
and potted by cortain of tho peoplo, wo 
presume from a kind of affinity ; wo 
do not envy those who will bo remem- 
bered as the aiders and abettors oi 
those botrayers when tho day of reckon, 
ing comeB. The old Spanish proverb, 
11 Show mo his company and I'll tell 
you the man,'' is tho dominant fooling 
with every one. In tho meantime it is 
curious to note tho harlequinades per- 
formed by thoso unworthy imitators of 
Fronch poodles, who, for tho scraps 
thrown to them by thoir musiors, will 
danoo, Btand on their heads, smoko a 
pipe, or " speak, " when desired.
